Kor two nights the city Police bate been on 
the lookout for the floating arsenal, and when 
she was sighted yesterday evening floating 
down the river Chief Donovan and Telic-men 
Wallace and Ryan reared the Lauracce by the 
graciousness of Captain Phister aiid headed 
straight for their prey with the expectation 
that a lively fight was ahead of them. 

They ran alongside and stepping aboard the 
craft secured the surrender of the gang with- 
out firing a shot.

Tbe party consisted of Steve Deal and son, 
Marshall Collin- and son and Aimer t'aimind. 
together with eight women and five children.
